W ASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (.T)— In 
addition to increasing benefits and 
expanding coverag e, the new s o ­ 
cial security law g ives a special 
break to two g roups likely to need 
help the most. 
It perm its social security bene­ 
ficiaries to earn more money on 
their own and still draw all or 
p art of their social security ben­ 
efits. 
And it provides big g er benefits 
to w orkers who have been totally 
disabled over a long period of 
time. 
But they don’t g et these 
benefits until they reach ag e 6 d. 
By helping the worker who is 
covered directly by social secur­ 
ity, the new law also helps their 
dependents and survivors; because 
dependents’ and survivors 
b e ne ­ 
fits are based on the benefits earn ­ 
ed bv the worker. 
Here is how the two new pro­ 
visions will work: 
Retirement Test 
The theory of the Old Ag e and 
Survivors 
I ns ur a nc e 
system 
(OASI) is th at rponthly benefits 
are paid only upon the retirem ent 
or death of the family wag e earn­ 
er 
So the law has included a test 
to determine w hether a worker 
really has retired.

DUliLIN, Ireland, Dec. 9 (/P)— 
Flood waters surg ed throug h al­ 
most all the low-lying northern 
area of Dublin 
today, 
trapping 
thousands of Irishmen 
in 
their 
homes. 
It was the worst flood in 
the memory of this Irish capital 
or more than a half-million popu ­ 
lation. 
Freezing winds and 
torrential 
rains whipped much of Europe. 
Ice, sleet and snow added to the 
misery. 
Shipping was 
hard 
hit 
with 64 French fishermen feared 
lost in seven traw lers which van­ 
ished along the French coast dur­ 
ing fircc g ales. 
About 100 sea­ 
men were known dead or presum ­ 
ed lost in two weeks of almost 
continuous heavy weather. 
In Dublin the Irish arm y joined 
with police and fire services m 
the rescue of thousands of persons 
marooned in flooded homes. W at­ 
ers poured out by rag ing rivers 
hit the northern part of the city 
bordering Dublin Bay— an inlet 
of the Irish Sea. 
Flood victims by the hundreds 
received q uick hospital treatm ent 
for shock, exposure and e xh a us­ 
tion after 12 hours and more of 
battling the surg ing waters. 
At least 30 were injured. 
Some 
had fractures dealt out by floating 
furniture. 
Lord Mayor Alfred Byrne cal­ 
led the floods “the worst I have 
ever knewn.” 
He declared a se r­ 
ies of emerg ency zones in the flood 
areas and ordered every aid for 
stricken families.

If a worker becomes totally 
disabled for a long period of time, 
hLs earning s of course are reduc­ 
ed. 
But under the old law, av­ 
erag e earning s had to be fig ured 
from a certain starting date 
the w orker because 65 or died. 
Thus disabled persons had their 
benefits g reatly reduced, or some­ 
times eliminated. 
U nder the new law, a worker 
can “freeze” his averag e earning s 
at the time he becomes disabled 
The idle period 
will 
not 
count 
ag ainst him and he will be elig ible 
for full benefits based upon the 
period he actually worked. 
To q ualify, a disabled person 
m ust w ork under social security 
for 5 out of the 10 years before 
he becomes disabled, and he also 
m ust w ork 18 m onths out of the 
three years before 
he 
becomes 
disabled. 
Persons already on the benefit 
rolls, whose paym ents have been 
reduced because they had as much 
as six months disability in the past, 
can g et their benefits increased 
under the new provision if they 
are still disabled. 
The first in­ 
creases will be paid in July 1955. 
Persons who are disabled now, 
but who haven’t reached retire­ 
m ent ag e of 65 yet, have until 
June 30, 1957, to apply for their 
disability freeze. 
The freeze can 
be retroactive back throug h all 
the years of their disability. After 
June 30, 1957, the freezing can g o 
back only one year. 
Persons who become disabled in 
the future should apply for their 
“freeze” after they have been dis­ 
abled for six months, and indica­ 
tions are that the disability will 
last for an indefinite period.

his hiccups have ceased and his 
g eneral condition has improved 
prcceptibly. 
The 78 -year-old pontiff unde r­ 
went a tw o-hour exam ination--his 
second in a week of g rave lUne.ss 
that broug ht fears for his life— by 
three specialists and his personal 
physician, Dr. Riccardo Galeazzi- 
Lizi. 
One of the consulting physicians; 
Dr. Raffaele Paolucci di Valnaag - 
g iore, said, 
“I can exclude that 
the Pope has canci‘r.” He said the 
illness of the pontiff beg an two 
years ag o “and if this had turned 
out to be cancer the Pofx', also be­ 
cause of old ag e, would have died 
inside a year.” 
Galeazzi-Lizi and the three spe ­ 
cialists also Issued a bulletin. 
“As forseen, the state of health 
of the Holy Father has improved 
perceptibly and prog ressively in 
the last few days,”

bulletin said.
